His request is ig- 
nored, and when I point this out to 
him, he shrugs his shoulders and 
says: “I can't do more than tell 
them," 


FURIOUS with the gallant captain, !

We are the most absurdly free, 
the most naively accessible, people, 
giving a basically hostile world 
every opportunity to aim distorting 
cameras and twisted pens at us. We 
are 80 afrogantly convinced of the 
righteousness of our cause and our 
actions that, despite the experience 
of 34 years and five wars, we are still 
surprised that the foreign press has 
little sympathy for Jews in general 
and uniformed Jews in particular, 
They abuse the freedom we 50 
graciously afford them, crawling 
over our equipment and freely tolk- 
ing to everybody. And that brings 
me to another point. 

On one of the ammo-trucks, as 
well as on a few armour-carriers, I 
saw crudely painted graffiti saying 
“Kill Avnery.” This, surely, was a 
simple expression of the fury of the 
fighting man at what he perceives aa 
treason, Now, I don’t think that Uri 
Avnery did anything illegal or even 
unethical. Anyway, that will be for 
others to decide, What Uri Avnery 
did was jusi plain stupid. Freedom 
will not endure in the climate of 
perceived nbuse, and already 
raucous voices are being raised in- 
side and outside the Knesset, sug- 
gesting restrictions and regulations.

ONF OF THE MOST remarkable 
things about UES. policy toward the 
Arab-Istael conflict since 1967 has 
been its consistency. 

There have been two Demucritic 
and three Republican administra- 
tions, liberal and conservauve dur- 
ing the past 1S years; the decade 
and « half has seen truly dramatic 
shifts im regional and global potitics. 
Still, the underlying U.S. attitude 
toward the finat status of the West 
Bank and Gazu in the Reagan Ad- 
ministration is not all that different 
from what it was under presidents 
Jimmy Carter, Gerald Ford, 
Richard Nixon and Lyndon 
Johnson. 

In short, the Americans want 
Israel to withdraw roughly to the 
pre-1967 lines. There can’ be all 
sorts of spevial securily arrange- 
ments included in any package deal. 
There can be transitional schemes 
to make the end result more 
palutuble for Isracl, The U.S. has 
ulways preferred that the West 
Bank eventually be federated in 
some way to the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan, although it has 
never flaily rejected an independent 
Palestinian state. The Camp David 
accords, U.S. officials maintain, 
carefully left all options open. 

Still, President Ronald Reagan 
has come to accept the same basic 
approgch towards the Camp David . 
autonomy negotiations as Jimmy 
Carter, his predecessor. Despite 
Reagan’s 1980 campaign rhetoric, 
there is very little difference today 
in the over-all U.S. concept of what 
u five-year Palestinian self- 
governing authority, as called for in 
the Camp David accords, should 
entail. 

Even before the fighting erupted 
in Lebanon six weeks ago, the 
Reagan Administration had made it 
clear that it was determined to push 
ahead with great intensity on the 
dragging autonomy negotiations. 
That was a central point in former 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig’s 
Chicago address on the Middle East 
delivered two months ago. 


BUT IN THE WAKE of Lebanon, 
the push to finally reaolve those 
autonomy negotiations has even in- 
tensified. Every senior U.S. official, 
from President Reagan on down, 
has gone out of his way to link an 
easing of the crisis in Lebanon to 
the broader Palestinian question. Ὁ 

Leading U.S. newspapers, in- 
cluding The New York Times and 
The Washington Post, have made the 
same point. Key U.S. senators and 
representatives, including some of 
Israel's best friends, have under- 
scored the urgency of the Patesti- 
nian question. 

After the first week of the war, 
former secretary of state Hénry Kis- 
singer seemed to set the tone by 
proposing that the U.S. exploit the 
new political realities by resolving 
the Palestinian question. 

Certainly, that was not the inten- 
tion of Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon when they authorized the 
Israeli strike against the PLO, They 
probably thought that a quick..

looking to negotiate with the PLO. 
“No, I don't sense that. But I do 
sense that in the aftermath of 
Lebanon, the whole Palestinian 
question — broadly speaking — wilt 
have to be looked at afresh.” 

The president and his advisers, he 
said, are now bound to take another 
look af the entire situation, es- 
pecially the proper U.S. role in the 
peace process, “This would have 
come about in light of the recent 
developments whether or not there 
was a change in the individual who 
occupied the position of secretary 
of state," he added, meaning that 
Alexander Haig would have been 
forced to rethink U.S. policy after 
Lebanon, just as George Shultz will 
now be charged with that respon:

So he slunk off too. I did manage 
to take some half ἃ dozen snapshots 
of him, though, thonks to my rapid 
shutter. The prints returned yester- 
day.

A few months ago ἢ was delighted 
to lear of the opening of a Ruma- 
nian grill in Jerusalem. Sandu cel 
Bun occupies the premises of the 
once famous Hesse's at 5 Shimon 
Ben Shetah Street. 

After the death of the founder, 
there were a few unsuccessful at- 
tempts to reopen the restaurant. 
One of the last proprietors invested 
in some rather lavish furnishings, 
and Sandu has opened in this 
pretentious nmbience. The lush ap- 
poininients made the TV set, with 
the kitchen workers gathered 
nround it, seem a bit out of place.

As for the meat, the deciding fac- 
tor for any grill, 1 am happy to say 
that the fillet steak was very good 
and tasty, Although not ultra- 
tender, it was far from tough, all in 
all very successful.

In a deep pan, heat about five 
centimetres of oil. It is nice to have 
a special deep fryer, complete with 
basket, but not absolutely neces- 
sary. [ use a wok, It is important to 
have about four or five centimetres 
of space for the oil to rise.

Shake the water off the potatoes 
(away from the oil) and immerse 
them inthe oil.

ON THE FACE of it, there couldn't 
be ἃ better time to show Volker 
Schloendorff's Circle of Deceit, a 
movie aboul o German correspon- 
dent and his photographer who are 
covering the war in Lebanon for an 
illustrated magazine, What could be 
more timely than thal? 

But things aren't so simple. The 
war covered is the almost ancient 
one of 1975-6. And the prevailing 
quality of the film is confusion 
rather than analysis. The best it has 
to offer are implications which have 
no direct bearing on the film itself 
but on the attitude of certain liberal 
Europeans, particularly Germans, 
to the situation in the Middle East, 
or to terrorism as a path to self- 
determination, progress and 
freedom. 

Weighed on its own merits, the 
movie is lacking in many areas. This 
is the story of a star reporter who 
declares, even before the credits are 
given, that he wants to be true to 
himself, and what scares him most is 
a possible falsification of emotions. 
The German title of the film, and of 
the novel (by Nicholas Born) on 
which it is based, is Die Falschung. 

Since he's got his own personal 
problems, back there in Hamburg, 
with his domineering sexism in his 
telationship with hia wife, he runa 
away to Lebanon to write a quick 
report on the embattled area, 
something successful reporters are 
supposed to be able to do in their 
sleep, with all the experience they 
have of picturesque wars. 

In Lebanon, he finds some of the 
international pack of reporters who 
follow the roar of guns and the 
odour of death around the globe, and 
he soon learns what the modus 
operand! of a war correspondent in 
Beirut should be, who shoots when, 
who sells what, and, most impor- 
tant, where to find the bar and the 
telex machines. 

However, he also finds a German 
woman, apparently an old friend 
who married a rich Arab, moved to 
Beirut and decided to stay on after 
her husband was killed. 

The affair between these two is 
the coré of the plot. Mr. Laschen 
(that's the reporter) also manages to 
cover quite a lot of ground, He 
mects some Christian snipers who 
play piano and shoot passersby at 
the same time; he talks to a 
murderous Christian chieftain, an 
obvious take-off on Bashir Jemayel, 
who cold-bloodedly advocates the 
annihilation of ali Palestinians; he 
witnesses a Chiistian raid on a 
refugee camp and the ensuing 
slaughter of innocents; he then joins 
the PLO at Damour and witnesses 
the retaliation — Fatah members 
indiscriminately killing men, 
women and children. 


ALL THIS, of course, js a shatter- 
ing experience for the liberal, 
humanistic journalist, who gets 
more and more entangled between 
his personal problems and the un- 
godly sights he sees without really 
understanding. But what knocks 
him out is the discovery that the 
lady of hia heart has another lover, a 
valiant Palestinian fighter who visits 
her whenever there is a lull in 
military activitics. 

Wandering between burning 
houses, ryshing into improvised 
shelters to escape heavy shelling, his 
mind slowly disintegrating under all 
the pressure, the reporter will final- 
ly muster up enough courage to go 
back to Germany, write his piece, 
and face the cynica} editorial board 
which reads the text, swallows up 
the gory. pictures, and is only con- 


‘cerned about the nuniber of pages 


the story Is worth.

slightly grotesque. Just like the 
character in the film, director 
Schloendorif seems to walk through 
‘the Lebanese tragedy, mystified and 
dazed, With the heavy angst and all 
the guilt complexes that German 
liberals have been burdened with 
since the war, he is so shocked by 
the background he has chosen for 
his story that neither the plot itself 
nor the background makes much 
sense, 

The soulful vagaries of a 
foreign correspondent looking for 
true love among the ruins of Beirut 
seem particularly inappropriate at 
present, and the symbolic act of the 
German woman adopting an Arab 
child because her husband died 
before he could give her one of his, 
is handled so heavily that one can't 
help seeing it as wishful thinking. 

There is also an awkward feeling 
of indecency over the recreation of 
war scenes, the blowing up of 
scenery and the lighting of fires for 
the cameras in a place that has 
known all these things in reality. 
Somehow, it’s a bit like pretending 
to be dead in a house of mouming. 

Schloendorff stressed that he 
wasn’t looking for realism, and 
himself called the lighting and the 
camera work here “Wagnerian.” 
This would be most impressive if it 
were done in a studio, but massive 
destruction used for a cleverly 
lighted film site creates a moral 
problem. 


AND YET, if one is willing to look 
at Circle of Deceit from a different 
perspective and not ask if it is a 
good film, there are many in- 


teresting thinga in it — perhaps con-- 


sclously included, perhaps not, 
There {s, first of all, one of the 
most serious attacks inflicted on the 
media since the same director's The 
Lost Honour of Katharina Blum. 1 
this is the kind of information the 
world is fed, no wonder it reaches 80 


- many distorted conclusions. The ir- 


responsibility of people who are 
supposed fo report on complexities 


they don’t even try to understand, Is” 


amzing; goodwill helps only to 


the extent’ that.ope will day he. 
prefers, the Paleatinians, because 


they are the underdogs — it can't 
add much more than that, 

Tymcally, the prejudice shuwn by 
the main character is shared by the 
director, and it permeates the film, 
whether he likes it or nol. Jt may be 
a question of collective guilt or it 
may be the liberals’ penchant for 
self-punishment, but the fact re- 
mains that all the Christians in this 
movie look grotesque and act 
grotesquely, be they correspon- 
dents, Phalangists, or even the nun 
who seems to have forgotten about 
charity. 

On the other hand, while the 
Moslems (they are all more or less 
identified with the Palestinians) per- 
farm their share of evil quite ef- 
ficiently, it is implied that their acts 
have some legitimacy. 

Schloendorff has more than once 
said thal he avoided taking sides; 
yet reviewers from cvery corner of 
the globe have reached roughly the 
same conclusion; there is no dear 
statement of position, but it's not 
difficult to guess where his sym- 
pathies lic, 

Another thing. The Israel govern- 
ment should consider this film as 
proof that It was not the IDF that 
wrecked Lebanon, it was like that 
many ycars ago, One might argue 
that Schloendorff shot it only last

FROM BEIRUT to Muppets. The

EVER SINCE Operation Meuce for 
Galilee began, we have been able to 
watch, evening afler evening, the 
most magnificent sunsets. All right, 
all right, | can imagine the outraged 
squeuls of my critics, who resent my 
writing a word about anything that 
hasn't appeared on the box; no 
doubt they are already screaming, 
“Sunsets have got nothing to do 
with television! What the devil is he 
doing? His nose should be fixed to 
the grindstone, his eye to the tube!" 
Despite the unquestionable 
validity of such complaints, | feel 
that 1 must mention those sunsets, 
which nobody else has writien 
about. Every evening the sky is alive 
with splendour. Whal the 
metcorological reason for this 
phenomenon is, | de not know. 
Somebody has suggested hat 1} is 
caused by all the gunfire just north 
of us. Another theory is that the 
sunsets are due to dust circulating 
around the globe as 8 resull of some 
convulsion of the earth's surface, 
{1 is interesting to reflect whether 
there is any connection belween 
events here and the glory of the 
heavens. Is somebody up tere 
sending mankind some sort of 
signal? If so, to whom, and what is 
it? Victor Hugo wrote with great 
pathos about Napoleon's Old 
Guard, who had seen the dawn at 
Austerlitz, seeing the sun setting in 
the clouds at Waterloo. A writer 
sympathetic to the allies and not to

the French would have treated the 
symbolism quite differently. So with 
our sunsets — is the warning to us, 
or to Arafat? 

My enjoyment of the sunset 
through my window, while [ am 
dutifully watching Arabic television 
with the sound switched off and 
anxiously listening to the news on 
the radio, intensifies the fecling of 
guilt of which 1 have written hefore 
in this column, As the sun goes 
down, the urtillery barrages begin in 
Beirut, and people die, and bodies 
are mangled. How, oh how, can we 
enjoy watching sunsets, and playing 
tennis, and cating meals, und work- 
ing 03 usual, when the country's 
finest young men are in danger and 
civilians are being killed and 
wounded? 

This question of the guilt felt by 
people on the home front was 
touched upon by psychiatrist Max 
Stern, when he was interviewed by 
Ram Evron this week. According to 
Dr. Stern’s analysis, one of the 
problems in the present war is that 
people back home have been given 


no roles to play, no functions, 
nothing to do with their hands and 
feet lo express their identification 
with the soldiers at the front. 1 think 
he is right. This partly explains the 
tormenting guilt [ have written 
ubout. 

The splitting of our personalities 
in this way was intensified 
throughout the war by the fact that 
it cuincided with the World Cup. 
How could we mourn with Ger- 
many, and exult with Italy, when al 
that very moment the shells werc 
screaming, the children wailing, the 
people dying, the ambulances rac- 
ing through Beirut? And yet we did 
enjoy the Cup. And we did feel 
guilty. 


TO A CONSIDERABLE extent, ᾿ 
suspect, even sports lovers are 
rather relieved that the nightly stint 
of soccer, coming together with the 
news of the war, has finally ended. 
Programmes have returned to nor- 
mal — let us hope that this is a sign 
that the killing is going to stop too. 
There is something very reassuring 


about the reappearance of Ram 
Evran, and Dudu Topaz, and 
Rheda, and the Duchess af Duke 
Street, and those cultured savants 
talking about the arts on Eight 
Thirty. 

Not that the war hus disappeared 
completely from our screens. Yet it 
has been reduced in its dimensions. 
There have still been some very 
gvod programmes about the 
fighting. On the news, there was 
that horror-stricken woman 
pediatrician in a Beirut hospital, ex- 
claiming that in eight years of civil 
war they had never had so terrible a 
night as Monday night; she made us 
dread more than ever a possible 
resort lo the military selution. 

Another news item showed 
Palestinian refugees returning to 
their completely levelled shanties. 
One heart-rending picture showed 
an old Arab turning over and over 
in his hands a shoe, all that 
remained of his household, This was 
sv brilliant a commentary on the 
glory of war that it deserves some 
sort of prize. 

On the weekend magazine there 
were those very illuminating inter- 
views with Yossi, the tank com- 
mander from Nahariya, and 
members of his crew, How thought 
ful, how troubled, how remarkable 
these young Israclis are!

vigour after his month away from 
the tube. His interview with the psy- 
chintrist was very illuminating on 
the subject of dissent. According ta 
Stern, the doubis and miseries of 
dissenters, buth at home und in the 
armed forces, ure due to a lack of 
vital information, He made the 
point that this did not apply to infor: 
mation about war plans, tactics, and 
strategy — nobody expects to get 
reports which could be of use to the 
enemy.

SOMIZTIMES the nuts and bults οἱ 
theatre criticism — dealing with the 
details of dramatic writing, staging 
and acting — seems even to the 
critic himself an exercise in pet- 
tiness, although it certainly is purt οἱ 
the job. It is with that in mind that 1 
start this review by looking at the 
grand design — the show ilself, and 
the central idea and the story line — 
planning to come back later to the 
text and the acting 

Good by C.P. Taylor, at the 
Cameri Theatre, is a play which 
should on no account he missed. It 
is magnificent theatre (direction: 
Ilan Ronen); there are so many 
things to be seen and heard all the 
time. The stage and costumes (Ruth 
Dur), the music (Poldi Schatz- 
mann), the quick succession of 
events, the cleverness of the 
dialogue, the humour and the 
profound seriousness, muke this 
into one of the best theatrical ex- 
periences around, It is completely 
interesting and gripping throughout, 

This in itself is quite un achieve- 
ment. But behind the excellent stag- 
ing and orchestriuting there are 
Thought and Plot (Aristotle's 
diattoia and mythos ), The subject is 
the fate of the Jews in Hitler's Ger- 
many and empire, and the attitude 
of the Germans towards it, Thirty- 
seven years after the end of the 
Holocaust it is stitl almost impossible 
to understand it. Historians and 
social scientists are doing their best; 
they have collected an immense 
amount of facts, and have “ex- 
plained" many of the particulars, 
The whole entirety of it still escapes 
both rational thinking and the 
imagination. There is a second hur- 
dle faced by novels — and especial- 
ly plays -- that wish to deal with the 
subject. Any attempt to show dif- 
ferent sides of the pattern, to see it 
whole, to bring in the perspectives 
of victims and victimizers, 
automatically offends the sen- 
sibillties of a generation which has 
understandable difficulty accepting 
any attempt to humanize the forces 
of evil; there is still the fear that 
comprendre might mean pardonner. 

Even the term Holocaust is not 
adequate; it presents the agony of 
the victims, not the process by 
which this agony came about. it 
represents part of the syndrome 


which evades the issue, turning 
away from the crucial questiun: 
“Was this unique, or can it happen 
again, and to whom" 


THE PRESENT PLAY wall not 
Touse indignation or cause revul- 
sion, even though its “hero” is ἢ 
German, und a high-ranking SS ol- 
ficer to boot, who ends up a5 a 
member of Eichmann's unit. The 
problem of the German is presented 
with much insight and understanding, 
without for « moment ignoring the 
horror of what is going on. John 
Hulder is a good mun, wilhout 
quotation marks. His best friend 
and psychiatrist is a Jew. He himself 
is 4 protessor of German literature 
and a successful novelist, a 
humanist both in the scientific and 
in the ideological sense. 

The story cannot be told here; 
suflice it to say that through guud- 
natured acquiescence he becomes a 
member of the Nazi party, after 
their ascent to power. And (through 
a quirk of events he not only 
becomes an 55 officer but the SS's 
expert on humaneness, on doing 
their dirty business cleanly, without 
brutality or messiness. 

Starting with the climination of 
the terminally ill, the senile, and the 
insane, all justified as mercy killing, 
he progresses from the burning of 
books at the university, (though of 
course not those in his private 
library) through the expulsion and 
later the extermination of Jews. He 
aids and assists, justifies and 
rationalizes, always protesting to 
himself and holding on to his per- 
sonal reservations, He remains a 
“good" person to the end, as his 
wife says to him when he leaves for 
Auschwitz. 


HALDER is a neurotic personality, 
He defines his complaint to his psy- 
chiatrist as an anxiety complex; this 
expresses itself by his hearing 
orchestra and vocal music in his 
mind whenever he is in a situation 
of stress or conflict. With him we 
hear a whole programme of both 
popular songs and of classical 
music, and even a Jewish wedding 
song. And when he finally hears a 
Schubert song on his arrival in 
Auschwitz, it turns aut lo be real, 
coming from the orchestra of the 
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Jewish inmates, The neurosis has 
turned into reality, Halder is always 
on the stage. Whatever goes on is 
depicted through him, in a stream- 
of-consciousness inner monologue, 
and sessions with his psychoanalyst, 
The theatre of his mind materializes 
on the stage. 

All this comes out in bits and 
pieces, short scenes abruptly chang- 
ing forth and back, private affairs 
transforming into public affairs and 
vice versa, music interjecting itself 
at appropriate and, malnly inap- 
propriate moments. The whole has 
a somewhat ceric quality; in a prac- - 
tical way it gives the impression of 


cabaret or revue, in atmosphere, 
Jempo and siructure. 


AT NO POINT does Halder agree 
with Nazi ideology. His is not the 
funalic's identification with the 
Fuhrer, nor the blind obedience and 
trust exhibited by some of the other 
figures. fle has no hatred and no 
panisanship — apart from his own 
vureer. 

On the contrary: he makes fun of 
the Nazis, Hitler seems as 
ridiculous, anti-Semitism is in- 
comprchensible to him, he expects 
the whole thing to be over very 
quickly. 

His moral problems are those of 
everyman, with his touch of the 
neurotic; they are eur problems tao, 
but let's lenve this to the spectators. 

But his situation is not that of all 
men; the inexorably crushing 
course of the Nazi machine, the cor- 
ruption of the German mind and 
soviely, the fear and helplessness, 
the self-centredness and disregard 
for the fate of others, belong to the 
tine und the place. 

The author is strangely successful 
in keeping us teetering on the finc 
Nine between identification with the 
protagonist and distanced observa- 
tion of the development of his 
character, We are simultancously 
attracted and repelled by Halder, as 
the story unfolds. But the audience 
also has a role in all this; its 
knowledge of the Holocaust is 
presupposed. There is no horror on 
the stage; evil is not shown, but it is 
known. 


THE TEXT of the play is not great 
art, The jumping scones are often 
too abrupt and sometimes confus- 
ing. 

Many elements in jt are well 
known and have become cliches: 
the cabaret simile for the Germany 
of the Thirties; the device of acting 
out scenes told in a psychoanalytic 
session, the visualizing of inner 
monologues; the  one- 
dimensionality of all other figures; 
the confusion between imaginary 
and real music, even ihe scene of 
dressing up in the SS uniform, 
which resembles the investiture 


scene in Brecht's Galileo, are all ᾿ 


familiar, 
Still, they wre successful together, 
The psychology is somewhat shal- 


low, tnd the symbotism too heavy. 

{ could also have done with fess 
four-letter wards. When the Jewish 
psychiatrist suddenly asks: “why du 
Tuse so many obscenities, this is not 
my usual way of talking?" st is less 
than effective, since the whale play 
is full of obscenities. 

But this impression may come 
from the Hebrew; in English the 
cunstant use of four-letter words 
may sound more natural. Apan 
from this, the Hebrew (Avraham 
Or) fils the performance well. 

AS to the acting. Since most 
characters are one-dimensional, the 
task of the actors is lo present them 
clearly, uncomplicatedly, and 
strongly, This is dane well by some 
of them, among which Reuven 
Sheffer as the singer and the doctor, 
und Yossi Graber as the Jew, are the 
best. Shlamo Vishinsky is also quite 
good as the simple §S afficer, But 
all the SS officers, including 
Eichmann, do not lovk, uct, walk 
and talk like Ciermans and soldiers; 
they are rather weuk and soft —- 
this may have been done inten- 
tionally by the director, to indicate 
the way Halder sees them, but I was 
nol convinced, Zerujah Lahav has 
some nice moments in several parts 
but she ia not up to portraying 
Marlene Dietrich, and her rendition 
of “Lilli Marlene" in German is 
very much below the level of Lalle 
Anderson or of Hannah Schygulla. 
Again, this may be intentional. 

Now on to the main figure, 
Johny Halder. Qded Teomi’s forte 
is his abilily to cnact a short scene 
with all the tricks of the trade; he is 
4 professional in this genre, and may 
have been chosen for the part 
because of the cabaret-like 
character of the play. But since he is 
the thread holding the whole thing 
together, his acting should have had 
more continuity and more per- 
sonality development, a sustained 
“argument" evolving throughout 
the play. Instead, it is fragmented, 
making more pronounced the basic 
weakness of the play. 

Nevertheless, these are the usual 
small shortcomings of any perfor- 
mance. The impact of the play is 
more important, And on this occa- 
sion, the mind and the heart are 
cared for equally. a

TOWARDS the end of the Neve 
Tzedek Theatre Centre's produc- 
tion of /inagining the Other (A Jow- 
ish Arab Show) at the Festival of 
Jewish Theatre at Tel Aviv Univer- 
sity, the three Arab actors, half the 
cast, atand bolt upright in the mid- 
dle of the stage and give a sturdy, 
deadpan rendering of Naomi 
Shemer’s hit song: For the honey 
and the sting (Al hadvash ν' αἱ 
haoketz). : 

This is a patriotic, quasi-religious 
ballad which asks the good God to 
bring us back repentant to a kind of 
Zionist Innocence — “the good 
land.”” Put into the mouths of these 
actors after a performance 
depicting the tragic embrace of Jew 
and Arab in this land, the familiar 
song suddenly seems strange and 
new, 

Are they making fun of a Zionist 


_ hymn? No. Are they making its har- 


‘monic yarning include them? 
Perhaps, Are they making us aware 
of thet presence as the “othera” in 
our lives, our shadows? Certainly. 


That is, after all, what. this honest. 


and lucid place of political theatre is

Previous political revues on our

Levin's political theatre was in- 
spired by anger, perhaps hatred and 
a desire to hurt. He used his gift of 
caricature to show us a noaly image 
of ourselves at a time of national 
euphoria. : 

The Neve Tzedek show avoids 
caricature most of the time. Its aim 
is not to make you angry, even if 


you disagree with its underlying 


political atttitudes; nor does it 


* divide the world into good and bad, 
cheering the one and jeering al the . 
other. On the contrary, its sim is to. 


show us — in ‘a series ‘of memories, 
songs, confessions, interviews, 
sketches and coriversations — the

out of the reality of life here und not 
out of.any encounter with a Jewish 
melaphysic or mystique.

In her 
monodrama, The Loves of Shirley 
Abramawttz (bused an Grace Paley 
slories) she portrayed a specific 
person who was interesting in 
herself and nol because of (he 
ethnic colour of her background.

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TWO DISTINCTLY different 
American Jewish organizations ure 
speaking of the “sin of silence" 
these days. One is Americans for a 
Safe Israel (AFSI), which supports 
the war in Lebanon, the other is the 
American Friends of Peace Now 
(AFPN), which is highly critical of 
it. 

According to Herbert Zweibon, a 
New York businessman and one of 
the founders of the ΑΕΒ], Israel is 
today facing powerful enemies in 
America; “big business corpora- 
tions and the left-dominated media, 
both of which want to encourage 
the U.S. to abandon Israel. 

“Without 4 more forceful reac- 
tion to these efforts," Zweibon siys, 
“the American Jewish community is 
in danger of committing the sume 
sin of silence it committed during 
the Holocaust." 

To the activists of the AFPN, 
however, the sin of silence is the 
reluctance of many American Jews 
to speak out aguinst the policies of 
the Israeli Government, One of the 
movement's leaders, Dr. Irving 
Howe, suys such silence is “lending 
tueit approval to policies which are 
dangerous to Isracl's future." 

The division among American 
Jewry over the policies of the Likud 
government and the war in Lebanon 
clearly showed at the recent 93rd 
annual meeting of the Central 
Conference of American Reform 
Rabbis. The conference unani- 
mously endorsed Israel's incur- 
sion into Lebanon, whil€ expressing 
“deep concern” over the loss of life 
on both sides, 

This slightly qualified support 
came only after a heated debate 
among the 525 rabbinical delegates, 
in which participants criticized the 
invasion of Lebanon. Rabbi Israel 
Dresner, president of the Associa- 
tion of Reform Rabbis of Greater 
New York, proposed that the Israeli 
military action pe condemned. 
Dresner ssid he waa a lifelong 
Zionist who is “dedicated to a 
democratic and just Israel,’ but 
believes that “what is happening in 
Lebanon today has nothing to do 
with that kind of Israel." 

His proposal was rejected with 
even those crilical of the Israeli 
move arguing that it is inap- 
propriate to air doubts publicly 
when Israel is facing a major 
diplomatic campaign. 

Other American Jews were less 
hesitant about making their views 
known publicly. Two prominent 
Jewish intellectuals, Seymour 
Martin Lipset and Nathan Glazer, 
attacked the invasion in the Op-Ed 
page of the New York Times. Groups 
of American Jewish activists, most 
of them connected with the left- 
wing, non-Zionist “New Jewish 
Agenda,” published a statement in 
several American newspapers 
protesting against the Israeli inva- 
slon. 

One such group in an advertise- 
ment in the San Francisco Chronicle 
Suggested that the U.S. cut its 
military aid to Israel. Another group 
in Los Angeles approached Califor- 
nia senator Alan Cranston, calling 
for an Isracli withdrawal from 
Lebanon, 

“A prominent American Jewish 
figure phoned me last week and said 
he intends to stop his financial sup- 


* port for the UJA as a protest against 


the Israeli invasion,” said Dr. Peter 
Goldman, director of AFSL: 


GOLDMAN and his colleagues 


from the AFST-: believe that the- 


Jewish establishment failed to 
mobilize the American Jewish com- 
munity, and American public opi- 
nion, in support ‘of .the Israeli

LEON HADAR encounters two 
American Jewish organizations with very 
different criticisms of what they both 
term the ‘sinful’ absence of mass com- 
munity action on the war in Lebanon. 


The heads of the organized 
American Jewish community are 
more dovish than the silent majority 
of American Jews, and many of 
them do not identify with the Israeli 
incursion, according to Zweibon. 
“The American Jewish leaders have 
lost touch with American Jews who 
by and large support the israeli 
operation,” he argues, : 

Publicly, most of the American 
Jewish leaders will continue to ex- 
press support for the Isracli 
Government, ‘any Israeli 
government,” says Howe, a noted 
author who heads the Jewish 
Studies Centre at the Cily Univer- 
sily of New York, However, private- 
ly, many members of the organized 
Jewish community expressed sup- 
port for the AFPN'S efforts,” he 
says. “They are concerned that 
Begin’s policies will lead to the ma- 
jor confrontation between 
Washington and Jerusalem and will 
have serious implications for the 
Jewish position in America," said 
Howe, 

Howe, who with other American 
Jewish intellectuals and artists 
signed the adverlisement in support 
of Peace Now in the New York 
Times, expressed concer that 
Begin’s policies will further alienate 
young American Jews from Israel 
and from organized American 
Jewry. 

“These young Jews vote with 
their feet,” he maintains. "They 
were never ‘actively involved in 


American Jewish life, and Begins 


policies and the support he enjoys 
from the American Jewish es- 
tablishment make it easier to dis- 
lance themselves from-Jewish life. It 
is a very dangerous development.” 
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MITCHELL COHEN, editor of the 
Jewish Frontier, the organ of the 
American Alliance of Labour 
Zionists, and other organizers of the 
AFPN believe that his organization 
serves two purposes. First, it is an 
outlet for American Jews who sup- 
port Israel but have strong reserva- 
tions over the Likud’s policies, “We 
demonstrate that one can be an 
enthusiastic supporter of the Jewish 
state while at the same-time being 
critical of some of its government's 
policies,” he said, noting that many 
of the signers on the AFPN adver- 
tisment are active in American 
Jewish life, including political lob- 
bying and fund-raising efforts for 
Israel, 

“The AFPN,” said Cohen, “also 


hopes to have an impact on the - 


Israeli polity through the public and 
financial support it lends to Peace 
Now in Israe]. It is important that 
the Israeti public become aware, he 
says, that Begin’s recent statement 
about the American Jewish com- 
munity never having been more 
united behind Israel “is not accurate.” 
According to a public opinion poll 


the AFPN has conducted, more 


than 50 per cént of New York Jews 
advocate giving: back the West 
Bank In exchange for peace. 


Cohen adds that one of the In-: 


teresting findings of the poll is the 
large percentage of religious Jews in 
New York who support 8. com- 
paratively dovish view regarding the 
West Bank, 

The AFPN was formed in ‘New 


York about two years ago, δο- ᾿ 


cording to Drora Kass, American- 
born Israeli writer and one of the 
main forces behind the movement. 
Kass characterizes the movement as 


a “lousely structured group” which 
does not have a membership jist or 
an offivial diector or chairman. 
The New York group, which was 
hol active in the last year, “is trying 
to get its act together," she said. 
Mordechai Har-On, one of the 
heads of Peace Now, recently toured 


-the U.S. un behalf of the group, 


which is now forming chapters in 
several U.S. cities . 

The Isracti invasion of Lebanon 
and the Likud policies in the West 
Bank have brought new support for 
the group. “Since the Isrueli inva- 
sian of Lebanon and our new cum. 
paign,” notes Kass, “we have received 
hundreds of letters from American 
Jews suying where have you been ail 
this time? you ure exactly what we 
have been waiting for." 


THE AFSI was founded in 1971 as a 
reaction to what is founders 
perceived to be the dominance of 
liberal und dovish attitudes towards 
Isrdel aumong American Jewish in- 
tellectials, 

The fact that the AFPN and other 
ceitics οἵ the Isracli invasion of 
Lebanon have recently received so 
much attention in the American 
media is just another indication of 
“how the American liberal media 
overplay the importance of noisy 
and unrepresentative Jewish intel- 
lectuals,” said Goldman, a jour: 
nalist and film-maker. 

“In reality,” argues Goldman, 
pointing to a list of abou 100 
professors, writers and artists who 
are members in his organization, 
not only the Jewish “maszes” but 
also the American Jewish intellec- 
tual elite reject criticism of Israeli 
Government policies in the West 
Bank or any attempt to reach a 
compromise with the PLO. 

The AFSI], which opposed the 
Camp David agreements and the 
return of Sinai to Egypt, “has main- 
tained since its founding that Israeli 
control of the territories won in the 
1967 war is essential to Israel's sur- 
vival and to the security interests of 
the U.S. and the free world,” said 
Goldman. 

Through several analyses written 
by Prof. Racl Jean Isaac, one of 
AFSI"s founders, the organization 
tried to “‘oxpose” the activities of 
what it considers to be anti Israeli 
forums and publications such as the 
National Council of Churches, Time 
magazine and the Breira movement, 
the dovish American-Jewish group 
formed when Golda Meir was prime 
minister, which criticized the 
Labour government's policies vis-a- 
vis the Palestinians. Goldman 
regards the AFPN and other 
American Jewish groups criticnl of 
Begin’s policies to be direct descen- 
dents of Orcira, which eventually 
collapsed as a result of a campaign 
conducted against it by the Labour 
government and the organized 
American Jewish leadership. 

“However," adds Howe, who re- 
Jects comparison of the AFPN with 
“Brera,” the Leracl embassy in 
Washington knows that it is not pos- 
alble today to conduct a similar 
lynch campaign against the AFPN." 

The main factor that has con- 
tributed to the emergence of the 
AFPN is the disappearance of the 
general consensus among American 
Jewry that existed during the 


Labour government era with regard, 


to the policies of the Israeli govern- 
ment, said Mitchell Cohen, 

“The American Jewish reaction 
to the Lebanon war is only one of a 
sories of developmenta teading to a 
serious decline in support in many 
segments of the Jewish community 
for the Israeli leadership." 

To the AFSI, the problem is not 
the lack of an American Jewish con- 


sensus im support of the Likad 
guvcrament, but the existence of an 
“apathetic American Jewish 
feadership which [ails to reflect such 
consensus, according to Rabb 
Avraham Weiss, a teacher at 
Yeshiva University who is an 
enthusiastic AFSI activist. 


WEISS, who is also head of the 
tHlebrew Institute of Riverdale, hits 
just returned fram Israel. He had 
πιεῖ with soldiers wounded in the 
Peace for Galilee Operation and 
was distressed by the fact that while 
the major Americun Jewish 
organizations have initiated cam- 
pugns to aid Lebanese civilans, 
nothing was done τὸ help wounded 
Israeli soldiers. Weiss hus formed 4 
new group, called Kesher to raise 
funds for the families of wounded 
saldicrs. 

"The lack of success, if not lack of 
will, of the American Jewish 
leadership in countering the slack 
ugninst the {srueli operation in 
Lebinon shoutd serve is warning" 
says Zweibon. 


WRITING in ἃ recent issuc of 
Commentary, Ruth Weisse of McGill 
University in Montredl takes issue 
with Begin's critics in the U.S. 
arguing that they indirectly help 
Arnb efforts to delegitimize Israel. 

Wisse in her Commentary article 
muintains that some American Jews 
ace “frightened because of (the 
tremendous rise of Arab Power and 
prestige since the establishment of 
Israel — because of the unan- 
ticipated return of anti-Semitism in 
the mask of anti-Zionlam and 
because of the hammering to which 
lsrael is subjected. American Jewish 
critics of the Israeli Government 
are uncomfortable in the position 
they are put in, of being responsible 
‘for a vulnerable and unpopular 
brother." “ 

Supporters of the AFPN and 
American Jewish critics of the 
Israeli government, such as Rabbi 
Arthur Hertzberg, who blamed 
Begin in a recent article in the New 
York Review of Books, for bringing 
about the threat of a confrontation 
between Jews and gentiles, argue 
that American Jews have not only a 
right, but also an obligation, to ex- 
press their criticism of policies 
which not only threaten Israel but 
also the political status of American 
Jews identified with Israel's 
policies. 9 

Most American Jews however do 
not share either of the polarized 
positions espoused by the AFPN 
and AFSI. 

Similarly, Goldman, while not 
questioning the right of American 
Jewish dissont over certain Isracti 
policies, argues that dovish and 
liberal critics of the Israeli govern- 
ment echo some of the accusations 
and condemnations made by 
Isracl’s enemies, which place the 
blame for the continued conflict on 
Israel “and use their pens and 
tongues to encourage further Israeli 
retreat and surrender,” 

At the’ same time, according to 
him, dissent from the opposite side, 
such as thal expressed by AFSL, 
does not πᾶν such negative results. 
It helps to push against the tide of 
anti Israeli propaganda and 
Strengthens the hand of the’ Israeli 
government. : 

In any case, it is obvious that the 
worsening international position of 
the Jewish state, whether one at- 
tributes it to Begin's policies or to 
the Arab campaign to delegitimize 
Isracl, or to 8. combination of the 
two, is resulting in major changes in 
American Jewish suport for Israel, 
changes which the war in Lebanon 
has clearly brought to the fore. O

The local PLO 
representative was upgraded to the 
same rank as the Israeli Ambas- 
sador. 

Although Greece has just signed 
a mutual financial aid pact with 
bankrupt Iraq, Israeli officials are 
no longer sure that a cultural agree- 
ment between Israel and Greece, 
due to expire soon, will be renewed. 

“The only campaign promise 
PASOK really stuck by was its pro- 
Arab line," said a political observer, 
“Not only did the party not pull 
Greece out of NATO militarily, but 
the Greek navy recently par- 
ticipated in a joint exercise.” 

American bases remain open. 
There is no more talk of withdraw- 
ing from the Common Market. Far 
from nationalizing like Mitterrand, 
Papandreou is encouraging private 
enterprise. He is even flirting with 
Willy Brandt and the Socialist Liter- 
national. 

Papandreou's failure to imple- 
Ment the most progressive sections 
of his platform angered the two 
Greck :communist parties, one 
alligned with Moscow and the other 
with Europe. Although together 
they commanded 17 per cent of the 
vote in the last election, they were 
not coopted into a coalition because 
of PASOK’s strength. After a six 
month grace period, with municipal 
elections coming up next October, 
the communists declared war on 
PASOK. 


ALIGNING themselves with the 
right wing opposition, the com- 
munists pushed the bank employees 
into a wage equalization strike that 
closed financial institutions for 
more than forty days — the strike 
ended only this week. The bus 
drivers followed. Then work dis- 
putes erupted between the staff and 
management of the government 
owned Olympic Airways. 

“I see Papandreou as a master of 
the art of public persuasion," said a 
Political officer of a Western em- 
bassy. “He is very intelligent, a 
professor with a scientific approach. 
He understands how to mould 
Greek opinion. When the Israclis 
invaded Lebanon, he knew exactly 
how to best utilize the war for his 
own benefit. Not only was he after 
Arab support for the Cyprus debate 
scheduled for the UN next 
September, he was out to attract 
Arab investment and he wanted to 
buy time and freedom from herass- 
ment’ by the domestic media.” 

Papandreou’s most effective too! 
was the television which PASOK 
had flushed clean of “rightists” fol- 
lowing the election by dismissing 
most reporters who did not belong 
to the party or who were com- 
munists, ᾿ 

“The TV has become a nest of 
radicals who deliberately misled the 
Greek people about the war in 
Lebanon,” complained a Jewish 
journalist, ‘it can’t be that 
everything Israel did was wrong or 
that the Christian Lebanese have 
nothing to say.” The journalist ad- 
ded that Israel lost the war of word, 
but the real fallout from 
Papandreou’s anti-Israel campaign

17 (S WITH mixed feclings thu 1 
have to report that it is perfectly 
possible, even reasonable, to walk 
through the more than 40 pavilions 
and exhibitions ut the current 
Venice Biennale, in just about (wo 
hours. This has little lo do with the 
[μοὶ that your correspondent was 
particularly fit after five days of 
pounding the fondamnentt of Venice 
while wailing for the guards al the 
Biennale to end their wildcat strike 
for more pay. It has more to do with 
the fact that there is so little to 
mike one pause along the way, 

Things aren't all that much better 
al the two supplementary Biennale 
shows, one at the beautiful old 
Mageuzini del Sale, the ancient 
brick Sait Warehouses af the Zattere 
wharf, the other at the gigantic old 
hangar of the Cantieri Navali on the 
Guideceu. Both feature the work of 
up and voming (many going) young 
Europeu artists, mostly Italians, 
with a sprinkling of British und 
Aqiericans, Each of these large dis- 
plays can be taken in alter ἃ walk of 
only 30 to 40 minutes; less than a 
half a dozen artists here are worth a 
scrigus pause. 

Two contemporary artists are 
honoured at the Biennale with 
special shows. Antoni Taples, the 
Catalonian pioneer of past-war 
modern painting in Spain, is being 
given a huge retrospective of his of- 
ten Zen-like paintings and assem- 
blages on two floors of the gigantic 
Scuola Grunde San Giovanni 
Evangelista (near the cven bigger 
Church of Frari) inside the loop of 
the Grand Canal. Tapies works on 8 
grand scale and his cryptic signs, 
scrupcs und sweeps in pigment 
mixed with sund and glue are 
enigmutically dramatic ond oc- 
cusiOnally clegaic. But they never 
quite fet you forget or overlook that 
they are essentially contrived, 

The Tapies show crowded out 
another “homage” slated for ihe 
same venue to honour Rome's 
allegorical realist Riccardo Tommasi 
Ferroni, who was cventually 
relegated lo one of the new pr¢- 
fabricated pavilions suspended over 
the Giardini river. 

Ferroni mixes contemporary 
figures and classicul motifs’ and 
lighting, in a form of narrative 
realism that depicts sex, murder, 
nudily, voyeurism and butchered 
animals, all in a slick magazine 
illustration technique.

But the intended pice de resistan- 
ce of this Biennale is the central 
pavilion’s massive presentation 
devoted to “the continuity of art 
works” und the persistence of the 
image, ἃ reflection of the growing 
place of figurative art in the 
late seventies and eighties. Some 40 
European urtists, mostly painters, 
are represented with mostly 
figurative works, some in the form 
of individual mini-retrospectives: 
“New Image" painting was (hus 
conspicuously absent, while several 
indifferent abstractionisis ( Riopelie, 
Ubac) were incongruously present.

The few sculptures in this section, 
hotably by Vienna's Alfred Hrdicka 
and Milan's Florlano Bodini were 
even more bombastic. Some 
abstract carvings by Belgium’s 
Raoul Ubac, jong in Paris, were less 
effective than his known paintings. 

Perhups the niost unusually con- 
vincing works of all in this section 
were the cerie epoxy-rcsin painted 
dioramas by Birmingham's Ray- 
mond Mason, who works in Paris. 
Among the several Masons was his 
famous “A Tragedy of the North” 
(1975-77), depicting a group of un- 
employed cmerging from a factory, 
the figures being moulded in a relief 
technique, while being fully three- 
dimensional. They are mounted in 
vanishing point perspective and 
sized uccordingly, the whole scene 
being painted in acrylics, The 
Masons are formalised grotesques, 
but frighteningly close (o the heart

ΠΕ was this section, ἃ sort of mini-

U.S. pavilion is a cop out, being 
devoted entirely to ἃ boringly 
detailed presentation of the equally 
boring sculptures and earthworks of 
the late Robert Smithson (1938-73). 
Holland filled its large pavilion with 
the agonisingly minimal, long lines 
drawn by Stanley Brouwn, while 
France offered largely decorative 
sculptures and linen paintings by 
Toni Grand and Simon Hantal. 
Britain's Barry Flanagan makes 
bronzes of cavorting hares in human 
acrobatic poses that are hardly 
more than conversation pieces; his 
more abstract work . is of small 
interest. 

Of some interest is a terrible in- 
dictment of life in the socialist 
paradise of East Germany, depicted 
in various forms of expressionism, 
pop and neo-classicism by Sighard 
Gille, Uwe Pflefer and Heldrun 
Hegewald, genre of a society of 
gloom and angst. It's all of course in 
the between-war German tradition, 
but the atmosphere of hopelessness 
is all 100 well brought off. 

‘The same extraordinary feeli ng of 
hopelessness and gloom pervades 
all of the faces by over 30 young 
painters in a review of portraiture in 
the Russian pavilion, Never mind 
that there isn’t’a single new artistic 
idea here, despite the sudden 
relevance of the persistent socialist 
realist tradition in Russia: there isn't 
a single face, save perhaps one, with 
the slightest suggestion of any joy in 
living, much less a mere smile.

POLITICS 1S, in many respects, the 
Cinderella of Jewish studies. Much 
attention has been luvished on the 
development of Jewish religious, 
legal, and socinl practices; probably 
even more has heen written ahout 
the history of Jewish-Gentile rela- 
tions, 

The study of the Jewish political 
tradition — with ull that jt entails 
fur an understanding of Jewish 
modes of self-government, Jewish 
political perceptions, and Jewish 
politicul responsibilities — remains 
an almost uncharted area. 

This omission is surprising. 
Concerns of an intrinsically political 
niture have constantly lain wt the 
very heart of Jewish thought and 
practice. Traditionally, the vulidily 
of Jewish teaching has always been 
vonsidered tu find best expression 
1 a political setting. Jews hear the 
responsibilily for creating the 
“kingdom of heaven" (Hebrew: 
malkhut shamayin — the good com- 
monwealth} on earth. 

The Bible is replete with exam- 
ples of polilicnl behaviour und con- 
luins seminal ideas concerning 
political organization and obliga 
tion, These are reflected in luter 
texts of Jewish luw. The entire 
chronicle of the Jewish diaspora in- 
dicates that Jewish political practice 
did not come to an ubrupt end with 
the destruction of the Temple and 
the subsequent exile of the Jews 
from the Holy Land, 

Throughout their dispersion, the 
Jews continued to develop and 
embellish distinctive patterns of 
communal government, and it was 
in accordance with these patterns 
that communal authority was con- 
ferred and accepted. 

Today's uniformity was impossi- 
ble. Geographical, temporal and 
cultural circumstances compelled 
individual communities to develop 
in different ways. What is- 
remurkable is the extent of 
similarities’ and continuities in the 
political practices of the Jewish 
people, and the degree lo which 
those practices remained faithful to 
a commonly acknowledged source. 


A SURVEY OF legal, homiletic and 
philosophical literature reveals the 
preservation of a shared Jewish 
political terminology, ἃ distinctive 
Jewish political outlook, and a com- 
mon approach (to political 
institution-building. 

It confirms the existence of a 
specifically Jewish political tradi- 
tion:'a continuous dialogue

[τ is ironic thal the very existence 
of « Jewish political tradition hus 
gone virtually unrecognized in our 
own time. It might have been ex- 
pected that the Jewish national 
revival of the twentieth century 
would have generated atlempts to 
enhance public awareness of the 
political tradition of which it forms 
4 part. 

In effect, the operational 
resurgence of the concept of a 
Jewish polity in the modern State of 
Israel has not been accompanied by 
an awareness of its historical paral- 
lels and roots. Concentrating their 
focus on what is novel in the present 
Jewish political situation, commen- 
tutors huve tended to ignore that 
which is traditional. 

Virtually unrecognized are the 
striking similarities in the structure 
of Jewish institutions in Israel and 
the diaspora, past and present; 
equally obscured is evidence which 
indicates that contemporary Jewry 
functions in the political arena on 
the basis of certain fundamental 
beliefs and practices which are 
embedded in Jewish culture.

KINSHIP AND CONSENT is a 
novel attempt to correct this over- 
sight. To the best of my knowledge, 
it is the first attempt of its kind. 
Comprising fourteen independent 
but coordinated essuys, it is the 
product of a colloquium held at kib- 
butz Lavie in 1975, The event was 
sponsored by the Kotlar Institute 
for Judaism and Contemporary 
Thought and the Centre for Jewish 
Community Studies in Jerusalem. 
These two institutions have been for 
some years in the vanguard of con- 
temporary Jewish studies. 

The Jerusalem Centre, in par- 
ticular, has earned well-deserved 
credit for having pioneered Jewish 
Political studies as a serious field of 
acudemic enquiry. 

If-the present volume is anything 
to go by, the lode promises to be 
both rich and exciting. Daniel 3. 
Elazar, Chairman of the Centre for 
Jewish Community Studies, points 
out in his introduction that “The 
Jewish political tradition, like the 
political tradition of any people, is 
at one and the same time an integral 
. part of the people's overall tradition 
and a separable expression of the 
people's culture or civilization.” As 
such, ἢ deserves particular and 
detailed attention. 

The book must be considered a 
welcome and necessary step in the 


right direction. 11 presents, in the 
words af the preface, “an initial 
stulenient regatding the character 
and content of the Jewish political 
tradition from the Biblical period to 
the present, and suggestions as tw 
the contemporary meaning and 
manifestatiuns of that tradition." 
These are, self-admittedly, broad 
terms ol reference. Similarly wide is 
the spectrum of the themes and sub- 
jects covered in the collection. 

The treatment ranges from 
detailed studies of particular 
periods ur personalities in Jewish 
history to theoretical excogitations 
on a broad basis of uccepted fact. 

Within the first category come 
Lawrence V. Berman's piece: 
Maimonides and Pulitteal Leadership 
and Mushe Weinleld's The frail 
tien frum Trthat Republic te 
Monarchy in Ancient tsrael; within 
the latter, Peter ¥. Medding’s Pat- 
terns of Political Organization amd 
Leadership in Contemtparury Jewith 
Conmmenities, and Dan V. Segre's 
The Jewish Political Tradition as a 
Vehicle four Jewish Auto- 
Enunelpation, Sandwiched between 
these two extremes are ten other es~ 
says of broader range and more sub- 
stantial unalysis. 


IT IS THESE which constitute nore 
relevant contributions to the subject 
at hand. Within this category come 
Daniel J. Elazar's Covenant as the 
Basis uf the Jewish Political Tradi- 
tlan, The Rabbinic Understanding of 
the Covenant by Gordon Freeman, 
Prolegomena to Jewish Political 
Theory by Bernard Susser and 
Eliezer Don-Yehiya, Eliezer 
Schweid’s The Audinde Towards the 
State in Modern Jewish Thought 
hefore Zionism, Shlomo Dov Goi- 
tein on Polltical Conflict and the Use 
of Power in the Worid of the Geniza, 
Menachem Elon On Power and 
Authority: Hatachic Stance of the 
Traditional Community, Gerald 
Blidstein on Judividual and Com- 
munity in the Middle Ages. and 
Charles 5. Liebman Moral and Syn- 
holic Elements in the Politics of Usrael- 
Diaspora Relations. 

The standard of these essays is so 
impressive that it would be in- 
vidious to single out individual 
pieces for specific attention. All 
present a commendable combina- 
lion of meticulous sholarship, 
literary sensibility and profound 
respect for the Jewish political 
tradition, . 

In their separate ways, each con- 
stitutes not only a scholastic con- 
tribution to its own particular field, 
but also a scholarly testament to the 
continuous impact of basic con- 
stitutional norms on Jewish 


guvernmental practice. This point is 
most forcefully maue in the synup- 
ic pieces by Elagar, Elon, Blidstein 
and Susser. 

Browsing over a wide range uf 
materials (biblical und talmudic, 
halachic and speculative), they 
shuffle and re-shuffte the evidence 
to detect new constitutional cor- 
respondences, and to clarify αἱ- 
tested political relationships. By so 
doing, they infer the dispositions οἱ 
a theoretical model which speaks al 
the modern condition of Jewry as 
much as of its pust, 


TOGETHER, they manifestly take 
us away from the view that Jewish 
pulitical histnry és to be regarded as 
lle mure than a progression of it- 
tested facts and incidents, each of 
which is to be studied — if at alt --- 
inchvidugily and for its own inunnsig 
interest. Instead, they lead us Lo the 
conclusion Chit the Jewish con- 
stitutionagl chronicle -- in its varigns 
nvinifestations — iy ty be perevived 
aso finely balanced Lestimony tea 
parliculacly Jewish view un gover- 
hanee, Each stage reflects a basival- 
ly continuous affirmation of con- 
stitutional principles which lie at the 
very heart of the Jewish experience. 
They also indicate, as Schweid and 
Segre explicitly point out, that the 
modern Jewish world — in the 
political arena as in so many others 
— is ulder than one might gather 
from its attempt to project a 
youthful appearance. 

Δι this stage in a review it is com- 
mon to point oul the scholarly 
Jacunac in the book and to list the 
amount of work which still remains 
to be accomplished, In this case, 
such a necessity must be considered 
a virtue. Not the least of the 
achievements of Kinship and Con- 
sent is that it sets forth an agenda for 
future research into the entire field 
of Jewish political studies and 
directs our attention to both its pos- 
sibilities and potentialities. The Fel- 
lows and Associates of the Cenire 
for Jewish Community Studies are 
themselves pursuing many of the 
lines of enquiry suggested by this 
volume; other lines will no doubt be 
eagerly seized upon by scholars 
elsewhere. 

_ It is to be hoped that such: efforts 
will produce further hooks of the 
standard of Kinship and Consent. 
Admittedly, its production leaves 
much to be desired — the 
typographical errors are annoyingly 
numerous. These, howover, are 
minor caveats, ἃ small price to pay 
for a pioneering study which pre- 
sents, not only an interim report, 
but a we d'ensernble of ἃ fascinating 
topic. o

Newerly's introduction —~ aptly 
described by Zeitlin as a prose 
poem — have done a superb job. 

The diary is not easy reading. Full 
of insight, phantasmagoric, brutally 
honest, it is not always clear, Korc- 
zak wrote in the dead of night, 
Which in itself con impart a sure 
realistic quality to one's thoughts, 
und this only serves to add to the 
surrealism of. the existence he 
describes. 

Korezak had the enormous 
burden of caring for hundreds of 
orphans and he was acutely aware 
of impending death. He wus ill, a 
heart condition being one of his 
scrious allments, and he was en- 
cumbered by memories of his mad 
father, who saw himself surrounded 
by mockers and tormentors. Korc- 
zak never married for fear of pass- 
ing on a gene of madness to his 
biological children. The elder 
Goldszmit's escape was the asylum; 
but his son had the insanity all 


around him in the real world. 

One of Korezuk’s frightening 
observations speaks volumes: ‘Now 
that every day brings so many 
strunge and sinister experiences und 
sensations I have completely ceased 
to dream,” 


WHAT DID Junusz Korezak think 
in his last moments? This can only 
be conjectured; but if there are any 
clues in Ghetto Diary, he considered 
his life nol altogether a success. The

Players nurtured in the English or 
European Scrabble tradition were a 
bit taken aback by the “very 
American” rules and regulations 
and general atmosphere — for ex- 
ample, the fact that a pluyer does 
not have lo have an inkling of what 
a word means, as long as il appears 
in the Official Scrabble Players* 
Dictionary, an American publica- 
tion. Some players came armed with 
their personal copies, which looked 
as woll-thumbed as any soft-porn 
paperback; but of course these ore 
not permitted while playing, 

Thus, in the OSPD, “od” is OK. 
{1 makes sense in Hebrew (all the 
words of the Hebrew alphabet are 
permitted, from aleph on) but what 
you don’t have to know is that “od" 
is “a hypothetical force of natural 
power.” Or that “kame" is “a 
mound of detrital material,” 

Some of the non-Americans felt 
that this kind of game becoines less 
literate and intelligent when it in- 
volves so much in the way of “pah™ 
and “apo” and “yar,” and the 
memorizing of all of the 85 ‘two- 
letter words in the OSPD, But tt is 
not really logical to complain about 
the Americanization of Scrabble 
since the game was, after all, in- 
vented by an American, 

“And what about Tripoli?” asked 
one embattled woman. “I thought 
place-names weren't allowed.” Ah, 
but the OSPD defines “tripoli” as 
“soft, friable rock.” . 

And finally, Scrabble and the 
Jewish.question. ‘Kike" appears in 
the OSPD as 8 verb, “lo bargain 
with, usually taken τὰ be offensive,” 
. But then, evenhandediy, “jesuit’* is 
defined os “a scheming person." 0 
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
